Instructions Relative to Determination of 
Eligibility for 1939 Wheat Price-Adjustment 
Paynents 
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As scon as possible after these instructions are received in the 
county office, farm renorters will visit each farm in the North Central 
Region in winter wheat areas for which a 1939 wheat acreage allotment is 
established under the 1989 Agricultural Conservation Program, to determine 
whether the persons sharing in the wheat crop planted on the farm for 
harvest in 1939 are eligible to make application for a wheat price-adjustment 
payment. 

At the time farm reporters visit farms to secure information in con- 
nection with wheat price-adjustment payments they will also complete Forms 
FOI-3 in connection with the Federal Cron Insurance Program, as set forth 
in Form FCI-31, Supplement 18, and will, wherever nécessary, make the second 
check of performance under the 1938 Agricultural Conservation Program, in 
accordance with instructions contained in NCR-215 and in the supplements 

nereto. 


Entries Made in ¢ Count y Office 


A Wheat Price Adjustment Report, Form NCR-S06, shall be completed 
for cach farm for which a 1939 wheat acreage allotment is established. 
Clerical assistants in the county office will enter, in the appropriate 
soaces in the upper right-nand corner, the State, county, and minor civil 
division code numbers, the NCR farm number, and, in counties using aerial 
photography, the number of any aerial photographic enlargement on which 
the farm and the field boundaries of the farm are marked. Clerical 
Assistants will. also enter in Section II, item 1, the 1939 wheat acreage 
allotment established for the far 


; After ontries have been made on Form NCR-305 in the county office, 
it shall be attached to the corresponding farm report, Form NCR-c17, or, 
n aerial covnties, to the enlargement; and such forms, together with any 
.ecessary Federal crop insurance forms for the farm, shall be assigned to 
a farm reporter. A record of such assignments shali be maintaincd in the 
county cf iiee.

Entries Made by Farn Reporter 


After assignments have been made in the county office the farn 
reporter shall visit the farm, interview the farm operator, and cnter data 
on Form NCR-306.

In counties in which only winter wheat is grown farms shall be 
visited this fall. “-In-counties where eatine wheat is grown exclusively 
the first check of wheat: acreage will not be made on farms Wnty Loses 
In counties where both spring and. winter wheat are grown only such 
counties will be visited this fall as the State Committee feels that 
it is practicable to visit this fall In cases where the information 
obtained by the farm reporter Savedees that the wheat azreage allot- 
ment for the farm has not been exceeded this fall and that soring wheat 
will be planted on the farm, a second visit will be made to ne farm. 
If the farm is visited in the fall, it will, of course, be possible for 
the fara renorter to make entries in Section II only with ie ae to 
winter and voluntcer wheat. 


As used hercin "wheat sceded for harvest in 1939" will include 
wheat see eeded f fox any ‘purpose in the fall of 1928 or in n the Spring fot 
1939. eae ibe 


Data for Section I.--The farm reporter will enter in column (a) 
the name of each person entitled to share in the proceeds of the wheat 
crop seeded for harvest on the farm in 1939, or, if no wheat is seeded 
for harvest in 1939, the name of each person who would have been entitled 
to' share in the proceeds of the wheat crop if it had been seeded. The 

tryin column (>) will indicate whether such person is an owner, tenant, 
or sharecropper; the entry in column (c) will be the address at which he 
receives his mail. 

Data for Sections II and III.--The farm reporter will enter in 
column (a) the 1938 field letter for each field on which wheat is seeded 
for harvest in 1939, and for each field on which there is a stand of 
volunteer wheat, if the boundaries of the field are the same as on the 
farm report or on the photo enlargement. However, if the boundaries or 
a field are not shown, or are different from those shown, on the farm 
report or on the enlargement, a sketch of the field will be drawn on 
the back of NCR-306, and the farm reporter will make whatever measurenents 
are necessary to compute the acreage of such field. The farm reporter 
will enter his measurements on tho sketch but will not compute the acre- 
age of the field. This work will be done by clerical assistants in the 
county office. 


.In eases where a field is a combination of two or more 1938 fields, 
or parts of one or more.1938 fields, the 1938 fTicld letter or letters 
will be transferred from the farm report or from the enlargement to the 
sketch and .to column: (a). 


In cases vhere 1938 ficld lcttors were not assigned to ficlds the 
farm reporter will make sketches of the 1939 wheat fields on tho back 
of Form NCR-306 and assign them letters. Beginning with the lotter "A" 
in the northwest corner of the map, fields will be lettered alphabctically 
to the east boundary. Then.the second tier of fields wiil-be lettered 
fron cast to west, the third tier from wést to cast, ec 


in cases ‘where enlargements are used, the Ictter "W" will be 
entered on the enlargement in each 1939 wheat.field. All cntrics nade 
on the enlargement at this tine will be madé-in A: color difforent fron 
any vreviously used. Ficld boundary lines not indidated “on, the enlargo- 
nonts nay be established by the use of landmarks such as fonees, roads, 
or buildings, providing the landnarks used are clearly shown on the’ cnlarge- 
ment, In such cases a sketch of the ficld should Be made on the back of 
Form UCR-306, and the landmarks indicated in approximate position with 
reference to such field. A brief description of each landmark, such as 
"cnall. tree”, or "fence dine", should be entered beside such landmark 
sitetches, The field divisions should bé clearly indicated on the sixetch. 
Wherever new boundaries are established on the cnlargenent for a 19389 
whoat ficld, such boundaries vill be indicated by arrows. 


Field acreages will be transferred from the farm report or froa 
the enlargenent +6 column (b) in cases where such acreages aro Lademeurcal 
with the acreages of 1939 wheat ficlds. In: cases where it is necessary 
to compute the acréages of a'1939 wheat field, the entry in column (bd) 
Will -be.wmade by 4 clerical assistant in the county office. 

The entry in column (c)-will be the classification of the wheat 
acreage: “winter", "spring", or "voluntoer", The initials of each person 
who sharcs in the 1939 wheat crop will be entered in the space at the 
top of a subcolumn in colunn (a). If two or more persons have the sane 
initials, such initials will be entered in the appropriate spaces, the 
nanes of the persons entered in a footnote, and appropriate reference 
made between the initials and the names. The entry in the column below 
each person's initials will be the percentage share which he has in the 
wheat crop grown on each field for which a letter is entered in column (ays 
In the event that no wheat is seeded on the farm for harvest in 1939, the 
farm reporter will write on the first line of columns (a) to (c), in- 
clusive, "No wheat seeded - 1939", and he will entcor on the same line 
under each person's initials in column (d) the percentage of the wheat 
crop to which such person would have been entitled if wheat had been 
sceded on the farm, 


Data for Section III.--If the farm operator indicates that he 
will not plant or permit to be plantod any additional acreage of wheat 
on the farm in 1939, and that he will dispose of any volunteer wheat in 
excess of the wheat allotment in accordance with instructions issued 
by the Agricultural Adjustment Administration before May 1, 1939, he 
may sign the "final" certification in Section III. In cases where the 
farm is visited:in tho fall, if the operator indicates that he intonds 
to plant additional acreage to wheat in tho spring of 1939, he may sign 
the "preliminary" certification, thoreby requesting that the farm be 
revisited in the spring. If the acreage secded to wheat for harvest in 
1939 oxceeds the 1939 wheat acreage allotments, no sccond visit wilt 
be made to the farm unless such excess acreage is volunteer wheat and the 
farm operator intends to dispose of it in accordance with instructions 
issued by the Agricultural Adjustment Administration before May), £9335

Data for Section IV.--The farm reportér will sign and enter ‘the 
date of his signature in this section. ‘After entries have been made on 
Form NCR-306, as set forth above, the farm reporter will sign in Section 
IV and enter the date 6f His’ signature. If a second ‘visit is made to 
the farm, the date of that-visit will also be entered. ‘The farm reporter 
will return Form NCR-306 to ‘the county office as promptly as possible - 
after the farm is visited. ais Ae ink. 


‘Completion of Form NCR-306 in County Office § - 

After Form WCR-%06 has been returned to the county office, cler- 
ical assistants will check the ficld letters and the acreages trans- 
ferred from the farm report or from the enlargement to columus (a) and 
(b), respectively, of Section II by the farm roporter. Clerical assist-— 
ants will also compute acrceages,; wherever it is necessary to Go go, using 
the measurements nade by the farm reporter. The acrcages entered in 
column (b) wtll be’ totaled only after the "final" certification in Section 
III has been signed by the farm operator.
